MOSCOW (AP>—The Soviet Un- 


ion today scrapped the three year 
moratorium on nuclear testing 
.with a threatening warning to the 
West and a plea for understand- 
ing from the nonaligned notions 
the Kremlin is wooing. 


Premier Khrushchev gave the 


go-ahead to his scientists to test 
new weapons ranging up 1.0 mon- 
ster bombs 
with an explosive 


force of loo million Cons of TNT— 
5,000 times more powerful than 
the bomb dropped on Hiroshima 
in World War II. 


The Soviets blamed the United 


States and its Allies for their dc 
cision to resume nuclear testing. 


"It is an open secret," snitl-;.» 


It.OOO-word government statement, 
"that the United''Stales is stand- 
ing al Ihe threshold of carrying 
out underground nuclear explo- 
sions and only waits for the first 
suitable pretext lo start them." 


Because of that, and because 


France has exploded some bombs 
the statement said, the Soviet Un- 
ion has decided to tesl new bombs 
and lo add to the world-crushing 
nuclear arsenal il claims il al- 
ready has. 


The statement linked the gov-

Risking War

WASHINGTON 
<AP> — Presi- 


dent Kennedy has assured 
the 


world that Western Allies, abhor- 
ring the risk of atomic devasta- 
tion, will erect no barricade lo the, 
peaceful solution of the peril-lad- 
en Berlin crisis. 


As of the moment, Kennedy 


told a news conference Wednes- 
day, he cannot be wholly optimis- 
tic about prospects for a negotiat- 
ed settlement. 


But Ihe West, he asserted, Is 


prepared to use «ll available chan- 
nels toward a solution that will 
guarantee West Bcrlincrs "the 
right lo live out their lives in a 
way of their own choosing." 


In the meantime, he said every- 


one—not excepting former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon — 
should keep politics out of foreign 
policy. 


Kennedy met with newsmen as 


the government was receiving its 
first alerts from abroad that Mos- 
cow was planning a major an- 
nouncement. When it came the 
declaration thai the Soviet Union 
woul'd renew nuclear tests' Ihre'w 
«n ominous light on Kennedy's re- 
mark 
at 
the conference 
that 


"there has been a good deal of 
brandishing of nuclear weapons." 


At1'that time Kennedy said he 


was conscious, and sure Soviet 
Premier 'Khrushchev was con- 
scious, of what destruction nuclear 
war would bring. 


Kennedy announced he was call- 


ing retired Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
from civilian life to serve as his 
personal representative and add 
"to our resources of judgment 
and action" in Berlin, 


Clay will exchange temporarily 


his $150,000 job as board chair- 
man of Continental Can Co. for 
the rank of ambassador on his 
return to Berlin. 


He was the military commander 


who directed the airlift that over- 
swept the Communists' ground 
blockade of the cily in 19411-49. His 
popularity was demonstrated by 
the .crowds thai greeted him and 
Vice President Lyndon B. Johnson 
on tlieii' morale-boosting trip lo 
West Berlin 10 days ago. 


Kennedy hardly cushioned a 


rap al Nixon and Rep. William 
E. Miller of New York, the Re- 
publican national chairman. Jle 
said lie had no comment on Nix- 
on's criticism of sending addi-

Grant in Aid 
Program 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 


The St. Helena decision won't stop 
Louisiana from carrying out its 
private school plan, but the state's 
grant-in-aid program may have to 
be revamped. 


This was the opinion of two key 


slate segregation leaders today 
after a three-judge federal court 
.struck down Louisiana's local op- 
tion school closing law, ruling 
Wednesday that the state cannot 
close some schools and keep oth- 
ers open. 


It issued a temporary restrain- 


ing order forbidding St. Helena 
Parish (County) from abandoning 
its public schools. 


Rural St. Helena—some GO miles 


north of New Orleans—voted over- 
whelmingly this summer t'o au 
thorizc school closing rather than 
accept 
integration. Some 1,400 


white voters were registered and 
just over 100 Negroes.

Coburn's versatility as an actor 


was as polished as the monocle 
he wore to combat astigmatism, 
and the dignity he brought to his 
craft was as real as his ever 
present cigar. 


Charles Douville Coburn was 


born in Macon, Ga., on June 19, 
1877. He began his career at 14 
as a program boy in the famous 
old Savannah Theater and be- 
came the theater's manager three 
years later. At the age of 19, he 
came to New York, doing odd 
jobs 
to support himself 
until 


a Broadway opportunity came 
along. 


In later years, Coburn was most 


often seen in films as a sporty 
old gent with a roving eye for the 
ladies and a tongue fast with 
quips. 


In 1943, he won an Academy 


award for a supporting role in 
"The More The Merrier." He also 
received award nominations for 
roles in "The Devil And Miss 
Jones"

What must, you have to be clas- 


sified with the good guys? Well, 
under one theory, it could be such 
things as a phone, a spouse, a yen' 
for ti home of your own, or a 
fi>v£ lengthy stay at your present 
address and in your present job. 


The old-time credit manager, 


however, doesn't buy this neces-

sarily. He will tell you that be 
yond such obvious things as'your 
credit record, he really has to re 
ly to a great' extent on instinct. 


A lot of persons who needed 


some quick cash have found this 
ordeal by instinct tough enough. 


But now you are more and 


more likely to run up against a 
new obstacle: statistics. And this 
means that a lot of those who 
would have passed the test if the 
credit manager stuck to his in- 
stinct alone will be turned down 
today if he consults his charts. 


Proponents of this law of proba- 


bilities, or averages say the new 
method of grading applicants is 
proving that a high percentage of 
those that the credit manager in 
the loan office would have passed 
are actually bad risks. 


Many credit managers don't be- 


lieve this, anymore than you will 
•if you flunk the test. But converts

it say it has proved itself by the 
one thing the small-loan business 
appreciates most—a drop in the 
number of t'otal losses and also in 
accounts that cost to much to 
collect. 


Donald L. Barnes Jr., executive 


vice president of the American 
Investment Co., St. Louis, Mo., 
predicts the hew credit scoring 
system should cut its losses by 25 
per cent. Last year it made $413 
million in loans and had to write 
off $7 million as bad debts. He 
iiopcs the new system will cut this 
loss by $2 million a year. 


Barnes says the system is based 


on a study of 14,000 accounts. And 
if you want to rate yourself as a 
good risk or a bad risk, here's 
what the averages revealed: 


A phone was found in the resi 


dence of 31 per cent more of the 
good accounts than in the bad 
ones. Now the company definitely 
take the pos'session of a phone 
into account when deciding wheth- 
er to make a loan.- 


A married applicant was found 


to be a much better risk than an 
unmarried person. This confirmed 
previous lending experience, but 
to a greater degree perhaps than 
formerly believed. 


And a significantly higher per- 


centage of good account's owned 
their own- home or were buying 
one on a forovcr-ancl-forevcr ba 
sis. The percentage of bad ac 
counts among home owners was 
far lower. 


This may seem grossly 
unfair 


to a bachelor or spinster who pro 
fcrs to, or IHIS to, live in rented 
quarters and for any number of 
reasons cannot have, or doesn't 
want to have, a telephone.
